Three-Cents- A-Day 

Hospital Plan Gains Popularity; 
Viewed as a Family Necessity 



At a meeting of the Board of Trus- 
tees on Monday, Bryn Mawr Hospital 
voted to join the Associated Hospital 
Service of Philadelphia. Signing of 
the contract will officially install the 
plan in the local hospital. 

Thomas S. Gates, Jr.. president of 
the associated hospital service, Phila- 
delphia, predicts that large numbers 
of persons will save money on hos- 
pital bills during the next few months 
through membership in the "three- 
cents-a-day" hospital service plan, in- 
augurated November 7. 

"The coming months are the danger p 
months of-^tlie year," Mr. Gates de- 
clares. "November and December 
arc among the worst months for traf- 
fic accidents. Typical winter illness 
es, such as pneumonia, also cause a 
rise in the number of cases requir- 
ing hospital treatment." i 

Subscribers to the non-profit com- 
munity-wide hospital service plan will 
be entitled to hospital care in any 1 
one of the member hospitals which , 
have announced their intention to co- 
operate with the plan. This will bene- 1 
fit the 80 to 95 per cent of American 
families who do not or cannot make j 
adequate provision against possible i 
hospital bills, despite the fact that; 
one person in five goes to the hos- 
pital annually. Members are enrolled j 
in employed groups rather than in- 
dividually. For 75 cents monthly an 
individual may subscribe to the plan; 
for $2 monthly he may enroll his en- ! 
tire family. 

Benefits include 21 days of hos- 
pital care annually in any one of the i 
member hospitals with: hospital bed 
and board, all operating room and de- 
livery room expense, surgical dress- 
ings, anesthesia, physical therapy,; 
drugs and medicines, general nursing 
service, routine care, and the follow- i 
ing medical services when incident to i 
hospitalization: X-ray up to .$.'15; lab | 
oratory examinations up to $25; ehe 
t ro-cardiograms up to $15; basal met- 
abolisms up to $10. In addition, the I 
plan provides 25 per cent discount for 
120 days annually, and will pay $5.5(1; 
per day toward the hospital care of 
a member hospitalized for accident or 
emergency anywhere in the world. 

E. A. van Steenwyk, executive di- 
rector of the "threc-cents-a-day" 
plan, predicts a membership of 50,-' 
000 persons before January 1, lO'l'.i. 
"With the co-operation and support j 
we are now getting from public-spir- 1 
ited citizens and employers, we be- ' 
lieve it will not be long before hos- 
pital care is available to everyone at 
a price they can afford." 1
